OUR CHAMPION. 

Elsewhere in this paper will be found a thril- 
ling account of the leap mude from the Brook- 
lyn Bridge by Lawrence M. Donovan, one of 
the employees of the POLICE GAZETTE. Else- 
where still is a capital portrait of Donovan, the 
only authentic and genuine likeness of him yet 
published. It shows a strong, resolute face, the 
kind of face expressive of determination and 
deiiberate pluck, and not of mere wild reckless 
impulse. 

As described with great fidelity and pictur- 
esqueness in our news columns, Donovan in two 
respects accomplished a vastly greater and 
more significant teat than either of his prede- 
cessors, if, indeed, it be quite fair to dignify 
with the title of a feat poor Odlum’s melan- 
choly and fatal blunder. Donovan, unlike 
Brodie, made a real jump of it. The latter, as 
everybody will recollect, carefully suspended 
himself from the girder of the bridge, and then 
when quite ready and with great calculation let 
go, descending straight as a plummet, by the 
force of gravitation, into the river. 

Donovan, on the other hand, having made 
up his mind to accomplish the great act, wasted 
no tiine, and indulged in notimid calculations, 
On the contrary, with the rushing onslaught of 
a soldier making a charge, he dashed to the 
rail, and then, with-a mighty leap, threw him- 
self into the air as boldly and manfully as if he 
were springing from a board into a swimming 
bath, leapt outward from the bridge into the 
regions of space. 

Another diflerence must be noted between 
the performances of Donovan and Brodie. The 
former selected a spot to leap from at least 27 
feet higher than. that from which Brodie let 
himself drop. Not only, therefore, did Dono- 
van’s jump mean nearly a quarter more of 
length than Brodie‘’s, but it implied an infin- 
itely greater velocity. That is to say that Don- 
evan struck the water with a force and a swift- 
ness fully double that of his predecessor. 

Again, Brodie’s caretul drop, which was as 
straight and perpendicular as ifa bullet had 
been let fall, was made additionally safe by the 
precautions which Brodie took in order to pre- 
serve himself from injury. His clothes were 
stuffed to an extraordinary degree.and nothing 
was left undone to protect him from the con- 
cussion with the water. 

On the other hand, Donovan took no such 
precautions and showed his superior pluck and 
confidence in himself by making his historic 
leap garbed in his ordinary week-day costume: 

But the most significant and praiseworthy 
feature of Donovan’s matciless leap, and one 
which reflects a great deal of credit on him, is 
that he made his great jumpina state of abso- 
lute sobriety. He was not nerved to the feat 
by the fumes of fiery rot-gut whiskey, but was 
keyed up by mere reso‘ution and strong will. 
He undertook the task deliberately, and witha 
clear head and an unstimulated nerve he ac- 
complished it.

The pretty figure 
and graceful ways of Mrs. Suesser soon attracted the 
attention of the handsome roomer, and be lost no time 
in forming her acquaintance At first she received his 
advances in a distant manner, politely inviting him to 
spend some evening with herself aud husband, he bav- 
{ng told her that he was lonesome and almost {riend- 
Jess in the city. Ere a month had rolled by the 
stranger, Frederick Good, had so ingratiated himself 
in the affections of the young wife that frequent visits 
were made during the absence of the music teaching 
husband. This continued until Mr Suesser grew sus- 
picious and concluded he would change his place of 
residence, engaging rooms at No. 4200 Atlantic street.

Three years later he deserted her and his infant son 
and fledto America. A year Jater he married a Phila- 
delphia girl. of whom he soon tired. Another young 
and susceptible maiden from Boston was then 
united to the rascal, and with ber he appeared ip 
Chicago shortly afterward. In turn she was deserted, 
anda at present resides on West Indiana street. The 
same fate 1s probaly in store for the fuvolish girl who 
left her busband and baby. the one griet-stricken and 
the other dying. ‘be police have been seen by Mr. 
Suesser, and will render him alJ the assistance pos- 
sible in tracing the runaways.

THOSE NARRAGANSETT BATHING DRESSES. 








A Solemn Chapter on the Revelations of Bathing 
Suits. 


A correspondent of tbe Cincinnati Enquirer says: 

Tie sea beach at the bathing hour bas veen much 
exploited at this puitt, and | am not sure that I did 
not first call attention to it When I came here seven or 
cigbt years ago. At that time the bathing dresses, 
such as are worn at present, had not come Into univer:

The Police Gazette Champion, 
Eclipses all Previous 
Jumpers. 


BRODIE OUTDONE. 


From the Middle of the Brooklyn 
Bridge into the East River. 


[Subject of flustration. | 

- When Steve Brodie dropped off the Brooklyn Bridge 
tnto the Eust river below everybody, but with one 
exception, considered it an almost impossible feat to 
repeat without mortal injury tothe jumper. The ex- 
ception was Lawrence M. Donovan. a pressman who 
helps to print the great edition of the PoLicE Ga 
ZETTE. who e'ipsed Brodie’s drop Jast Saturday morn- 
ing by squarely jumping trom a point 27 feet higher, 
thereby making bim the champion bridge jumper of 
the world. Donovan bas worked for three or tour 
vears in the POLICE GAZETTE, and he lives at 158 
New Chambers street. He is a decent, temperate 
young man of twenty-four, with a face that does noi 
suggest the nerve of w hich he is undoubtedly possessed | 
Immediately atter Brodie safely did the act, which 
Odlum lost bis life trying to do, Donovan began to talk 
ubout trying it himself, though but little attention was 
p.ud to him even when he said he had madeup his 
Lund to take the risk. But be was very much in earn- 
est. He went first to a recruiting office, where be suc- 
cessfully passed the medical examination for admis. 
sion tothe army. Then he went to a dispensary and 
bad the physicians there examine into the condition 
of nis heart and lungs, Tuis examination be had re- 
peated only a few days ago, and was fully convinced 
tbat there was nothing in bis physical condition to 
prevent bis making the attempt. He then began to 
make serious preparations for tue leap. 

He lett his home on Friday night on the pretense of 
going to work, but went instead to the POLICE Ga 
ZETTE office. where he sat up with Tom Leonard, the 
janitor—who really vegan to believe pow that he 
meant business—until about midnight, when he went 
to sleep, and did not awake until 444 in the morning. 
All tbe arrangements tor his early morning bath had 
been made the night before, and worked to acbarm. 
Dunovan dresse) himself, bandaging his legs tightly 
and putting on a pair of white drawers whicb had 
been padaed caretully. To the drawers he added a 
whie undershirt, over the undershirt be put on a red 
flannel ouier shirt, and over the drawers he drew an 
old pair of trousers. On his head he wore a faded 
brown Derby hat, and on his feet a pair of blue.topped 
baseball shoes, having strips of zinc several ounces 1D 
weigbt attacbed to the soles on the inside. 

Thus arrayed, ata litile after 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing Donovan got into Pete Manning's express wagon, 
whbich Jobanie O’ Rourke bad driven up before Han- 
ley’s door, and jogged off toward the bridge entrance. 
Lite Savers Manning and Hanley, together with John 
Tvompson, Patrick Dobbins, William Fogarty und a 
few others wbo were in the secret, went quickly to 
the foot of Dover street. where Mr. William E. Hard- 
ing. of the PoLICE GAZETTE, happened to be loitering 
and taking the fresb morning air. At the dock tbe 
party got intotwo boats, and they had scarcely got 
iutloaton the stream when, way up on the parapet 
near the center of the great span,there suddenly ap- 
neared a little speck of black and red. There was a 
litule mist in the air. through which the red morning 
suclhight sifted as tbrough a cloud of dust. It blurred 
and dimmec the spider web maze of wire cord and 
cable to whict: tbe slender span hangs, and made 
Donovan's form, as he stood mouoniess fora minute, 
appear vague aud undefinable. 

He bad bad little trouble in getting there. Johnny 
O'Rourke was covered up on the bottom of the ex- 
press wagon wben it reached the bridge entrance, and 
was apparentiy fast asleep. Donovan paid the toll 
and started at a slow trot toward the other side. A 
number ot grocers’ and bucksters’ carts were before 
and behind bim, but he managed to leave those in the 
rear too far away to interfere ‘with his plans. Wheo 
hz reached the New York tower he told Juhnuy toget 
up, as he was about ready for the leap. He drove, 
however, about 500 feet furtber on. It is 799 feet from 
the towers to tbe exact centre of the main span. Dun- 
ovan drove clore up to the parapet, and scrambled 
from the wagon on top of it. | 

He was steady and cool, and with his feet close to- 
getber he leaped straight out into the great space 
before bim_ For about 100 feet he shot straight down- 
ward as ne had leuped, bis body erect and his legs 
tight togetber. Tben he bent slightly forward, b's 
legs spread a litle apart and bentat the knees. In 
this position he struck the water with a splasb that 
sent the spray high in the air and was heard trom the 
bridge and on botb sides of the river. 

Tue wen in the boat meantime were rowing witb all 
their might toward the snot where the water was still 
frothing and bunobling over Donovau’s bead, and were 
still 150 feet away when his head shot out of the foam. 

“Where are you?” he shouted. 

The men in the boat answered witb a cheer, still 
rowing frantically, and Donovan struck out and 
swam forthem. Before be reached them Life-saver 
Hanley sprang trom his boat into the water and made 
tor Donovan, who was swimming slowly as though 
exhausted. Hanley caught bim by the arm and sup- 
ported him, and the two were lifted into the boat. 
Donovan’s bruwn Derby bat came off when he struck 
tbe water, and was fluating up Stream with the tide, 
which was now within a tew minutes of the flood. It 
was also rescued, and Dovovan wore it proudly all day. 

While all tnis was going on gb old jinks Were 
raging way up aloft on the bridze overhead. The 
sleepy wagon and truck drivers were aroused by the 
splash, and sa. Donovan's hat floating and Donovan 
6@:ruggling way down in the water below. They under- 
stood ailin a moment. and stopped their borses and 
rushed to tbe parapet shouting ard craning their 
heads over to watch the rescue. The bridge police- 





men were all astir, rushing hither and thither, and 
making daris at inoffensive trucks and truck drivers. 
Johnny O'Rourke slipped through their hands in tne 
confusion. and was rattling along the Brooklyn streets 
safe from interference long before the excitement was 
over. He came back to the city quite unsuspected a 
tew minutes later. It was the guard of a car coming 
from Brooklyn who first gave the police the alarm. 
He was on the platform and saw something dart 
tbrough the air on the south side of the bridge. Then 
came the splash and the floating hat. He shouted to 
Policeman Fitzgibbon, who took in the situation very 
quickly and made straight fur the Dover street dock. 
A crowd bad already assembled when he got there, 
and the boat was coming solwly in with the dripping 
Donovan and Hanley. ; 

“Are you the man who jumped off the bridge?” 
asked the policeman, as the boat came up. 

“Yes, Iam the man,” said Donovan guictly. 

“Just to make sure of that,’’ said Fitzgibbon, “I'll 
arrest the whole squad of yez” 

But he was persuaded out of that, aud went away, 
holding Donovan by the arm, wbo walked briskly, 
leaving water cart marks on the pavement as he went. 
He was a little sore about the chest he. said, but other. 
wise felt no discomfort. Just betore the Oak street 
station was reached an old woman rusbed up to Dono- 
van and threw ber arms about his ueck and kissed 
bim. It was his mother, who, as well as his sisters, 
knew what he was going to do wher he went away tbe 
night betore, saying he was going tohis work. It was 
asad and anxious night for them. 

At tbe Oak street station whiskey and dry clothing, 
all except the but, were given to Donovan, and at 9 
o'clock he stood in the imposing presence of Judge 
Dufty at the Tombs Police Court. The little Judge 
looked at him keenly, with an eye out of which there 
came no ray of affection. 

At a little before 30’clock Donovan, Richard K. Fox, 
W. E. Harding, and the witnesses were at the rail be- 
fore his Honor. Lawyer Frank Oliver appeared tor 
the defendant, and Policeman Fitzgibbon pressed the 
charge. It wassimply disorderly conduct. i 

“There is no law,” said his Honor, “to punish a man 
for jumping from a high place, unless it be with the 
intent to commit suicide.” 

Lawyer Oliver eloquently argued that Donovan had 
no thought of suicide. 

“But be obstructed the driveway on the bridge,” said 
Policeman Fitzgibbon. ‘‘The wagons stopped all along 
the driveway: (bere was a blockade.” 

Lawger Oliver wanted to make out that Donovan 
was not to blame for what curiosity led other people 
to do, but his Honor would not bave it. Donovan's 
case came clearly under this law, and was therefore 
punisbable. 

* But did any one see him jump,” said bis Honor; ‘is 
there any one here who can identify bim as the man 
who jumped ? I don’t believe be jumped. 

Donovan stood revealed. 

“Can you swim ?” said the court, curtly. 

* Yes, sir,” said Mr. Donovan. “I swam when I got 
into the water atter jumping off the bridge. 

‘here you are,” said the little Judge, looking about 
triumphantly, ‘‘you have convicted yourself. Make 
out the affidavit.’’ 

TI don’t think that ought to convict him,” said Law- 
yer Olver, with the air of a man who had been 
weighing the matter impartially, and felt called upon 
to express his mind. “He did not say the Brooklyn 
Bridge. He may have meant the Harlem Bridge, or 
the High Bridge, or——” 

“Or the Bridge of Sighs,’’ put in his Honor. 

“Yes, orthe Bridge of Sighs,” said Lawyer Oliver. 
bopefully. 

“The sentenceot the Court,” said the little Judge, “is 
that you pay a fine of $10: and if any more bridge 
jumpers come before me, they will get six montbs. 
If there is not a law, we will make one for the occa- 
sion.” : 

Richard K. Fox paid the fine, and be, Dunavan and 
Harding walked off together to a saloon across the 
way, about which gathered a crowd second in size 
and in character only to those which do homage to 
Boston’s own slugger. 

Richard K. Fox said that Donovan’s ambition was 
to get money enough out of the Jeap to enable bim to 
start a whisky shop, and that he(Mr. Fox) had de- 
clined to advance him ibe required amount. but bad 
told him to go back to work. Donovan said he ex- 
pected some money from it. 


beavy stakes were up. 

Donovan’s feat quite eclipses Brodie’s. He not only 
went from a point nearly 27 feet bigher than did 
Broiie, but he jumped, whereas Brodie held by bis 
bands and dropped. Donovan bad already jumped 
four times from High Bridge during the present 
month asa training for bis big leap, and, as a matter 
of tact, the High Bridge jump, owing to the shallow- 
ness of the water, is really more dangerous tban is the 
leap into the East River. Donovan earnestly denies 
that he bas apy intention of going into a dime muv- 
seum. He merely jumped for the glory of the Fourth 
ward, with possible perquisites. He will resume work, 
he says. 

Donovan, in speaking of his adventure, said he had 
good control of his nerves up to the moment of jump- 
ing, but that be could not say he was without fear. He 
knew tbat he was taking a big risk, and that every- 
‘thing depended upon his keeping his bead. He was 
particularly carefubnot to strike anything, because he 
did not want the newspapers to say, as they said of 
Brodie, that be had screwed up his courage by g-tting 
drunk. Then Donovan is a temperate man. MGHis 
favorite tipple is coffee, without either cream or milk 
io it, though before he jumped be took one glass ot 
beer. He said that the descent seemed almost lnstan- 
taneous; tbere was bardlv an appreciable time from 
tbe moment he made the leap until he struck the 
water. Then he went down, down, down with a great 
roaring in his ears until be thought he must strixe the 
bottom of the East river. But from the quickness 
with wbich he came up he thinks that be could not 
bave gone ove" five feet below the surface. The water 
when hestruck 1t seemed like a soft rubber bianket, 
which gave way beneath his weight and then seemed 
to stretch quietly back again, bearing bim upward 
with it,

KNOCKED OUT, 


The Authorities of Jersey City and Brooklyn Shut 
Down On the Herald-Sullivan Match. 

The long pending glove contest between the kings 
ot the fistic arena, John L. Sullivan and Frank 
Herald, has been the topic in sporting circles on both 
sides of the Allantic for the past six weeks. and a tre- 
mendous crowd from all parts ot the country journeyed 
to Ridge. ood Park, Brooklyn, on Aug. 28, to wituess 
the contest. Ever since the match was ratified at the 
POLICE GAZETTE office between Sullivan and_ his 
dacker, Billy Benneit, and Herald and E. F. Malla- 
nan, his backer, the match has been town talk, while 
sporting men from Maine to Oregon discussed the 
merits ofthe men and speculated and wagered their 
funds on the result of the contest. After the match 
was made Sullivan wisely settled down and trained to 
meet the famous boxer trom the Keystone State, while 
Herald located bimself at Rockaway and was pre- 
pared for the encounter by Benny Jones and E. F. 
Mallaban. Sullivan weighed 215 pounds when he 
began to train, while Herald lowered the scale at 198 
pounds. The articles of agreement signed by the prin- 
cipals stipulated that the wen should box six rounds 
according to Revised Queensberry or ‘Police Gazette” 
rales, the winner totake 75 and the Joser 25 per cent. 
of the gate receipts. 

In all the principal cities throughout the country 
wagers and bets were made on the result and money 
was staked in small wagers of $5 and even hundreds 
were posted that Sullivan would win, the champion’s 
backers putting up $109 to $40. In Philadelphia, while 
Sullivan was booked as a winner, there were several 
who knew Herale who were confident that he would 
give Sullivana race and they accepted many offers 
from Sullivan’s admirers that the champion would not 
knock Heratd out in four or six rounds Among Her- 
ald’s patrons were George Brotherton and Commiss- 
ioner Douglas while Billy McLean. Arthur Chambers, 
ond.Jobn S. Clarke placed their money on Sullivan 
claiming that Herald had not experience enough to 
conquer a man like Sullivan who had fought all 
comers and beaten every man be had so far met in the 
orthodox 24 foot ring. Herald stands 5 feet 1044 inches 
io height and trained weighs 185 pounds. Sullivan 
stands 5 feet 10% inches in beight, is27 years of age and 
his regular fighting weight is 195 pounds. Sullivan’s 
record is well Known, he has figured tn overahundred 
contests and never met a man able to conquer him. 

On Aug. 26, two days before the date fixed for the 
mill, the autborities of New Jersey stated that the 
battle should not take place, and the announcement 
created no little excitement and disappointment 
among sporting cixcles. 

Sheriff Heintz, of the county Scheutzen Park 1s 
located in, from the time the match was fixed to be 
decided on Union Hill. was decidedly against tbe 
affair taking place. On Aug. 26 be publicly announced 
that the contest should not take place, and he asked 
forthe assistance ‘of the Jersey City police through 
Governor Abbett, who sent word to Chief of Police 
Murphy, ot Jersey City, to stop the affair. 

On Aug. 27 it was decided to change the location, and 
Ridgewood Park, Brooklyn, was engaged. 

All the afternoon of Aug. 28 the incoming trains 
brought large delegations of sporting men from all 
parts of the country. ‘Nhe PoLICE GAZETTE, which is 
nowadays the sporting man’s guide anu authority, had 
weekly published the latest reports about the men, 
the match and their training, and sporting men bad 
confidence iu the men, and were certain the match 
would take place. 

Wasbington sports hobnobbed with turfmen from 
Chicago, while Cincinnati, Boston, Rochester and even 
Canada were represented. Among the sporting men 
present were Georze Brotherton, of Philadelphia; Bob 
Chalmers, of Washington; Denny Haley. of Balti- 
more; Pat Carroll, of the Monumenfa!

A CHRISTIAN MERCHANT ROBBED. 








He Comes From Key West to Buy Goods and Meets 
With the Usual Friend, Who Finds Him a 
Simple Victim.

James R. Curry isa Christian gentleman who keeps 
adry goods store in Key West, Florida. Every sum- 
mer he finds it necessary to make a journey to New 
York for the purpose of purchasing goods with which 
to replenish his shop for the winter trade. For fif- 
teen vears he has been making these annual visits, 
and it bas been bis invariable custom during his 
sojourn here to put up at Sweet’s Hotel, oear the 
Fulton Ferry: While here Mr. Curry says he attends 
church every night. 

According to custom Mr. Curry arrived in this city 
two weeks ago last Wednesday. He went to his favor- 
ite hotel near the ferry, and was assigned to room 21, 
which has always pleased his fancy. He did not devi- 
ate from his usual babit in religious observances, and, 
foregoing theatres and beaches, he went to the 
Metbodist Church in Jobn street, 

During the day, while not devoting bimself to the 
purchase of new stock for Key West, he seldom goes 
out of sight ot his botel. The other morning, bow- 
ever, he did stray beyond his accustomed limits, and 
met with something different from a religious ex- 
perience. 

Justice Duffy, at the Tombs Police Court heard his 
story. He appeared as complainant against one 
James Dillon, of 21 Coenties Slip, whom he accused of 
having been the accomplice of bunco steerers in rob- 
bing him of $60 in $5 and £10 bills.

Dut Graham exceeded evervthing ever heard of in the shvoting 
world, by killing nineteen straight out of the twenty birds at 40 
yards rise, and twenty-nine out of the thirty at 30 yards, using one 
hand only, thus accomplishing the extraordinary f.at of killing 
forty-eight out of fifty, under conditions never before ‘attempted. 
E.lward Lang, of Wiemore street, London, is the maker of his gun, 
which has the now fast coming into fashion flui.J-compressed steel 
birrels, and the wonderful powers proved to be possessed by the 
Schultse powder. created quite a furore on the grounds. A well 
known gentleman of New York offered then and there to stake $500 
for Graham to soot that noted Philadelphia shot, John Brewer, 
but this was declined by his party. 


Lieutenant Henn, of the Galat-a, speaking of the 
trial races, said: ‘I have been most handsomely treated by 
the committee during these contests. and, through the 
courtesy of Commodore Elbridge T. Gerry. have had an 
O portunity to witness the races and judge the merits of 
the yachts from the deck of Lis beautiful stcam yacht Electra. 
After the first race I was satisfied that the Mayflower was 
the yacht I should have to sail against, and I consider the com- 
mittee’s selection a wise one.’ The jolly owner of the Galatea 
added that ever since be ha arrived in New York waters he had 
been the recipient of ovation after ovation. and that he was over: 
whelmed with kindness on every hand. ‘It wasa great cuntrast.”’ 
he said, ‘‘to my departure from the other side, for, although we lay 
among a large flect of English yachts. not one even waved a hand- 
kerchief or bid us God speed.” The li nt, whose p 
manver has won him many friends here. spoke with confidence 
about his ‘‘ship,”’ as he callsher. He greatly admires the May- 
flower from a yachtsman’s standpoint, but thinks her crew need 
more training in the handling of sails. In a stiff breeze to wind- 
ward and a choppy or hcavy sea he is more confident of beating the 
Mayflower than in light weather. The Galatca’s racing boom is 
si.ipped. and her racing sails are bent. She sailed over the New 
York Yacht Club course, and she will be sent out continually be- 
tween now and the day for the first race.
